with seven candidate iu the field. The 
first Tote stood as follows: Blaine, -85; 
Morton, 124; Conkling, 9i>; Hayes, 61; 
Hirtnuft, 5i; and Jewel, 11. Bluing's 
vote increased to 296 on the second bal- 
lot, fell cff to 293 on the third, and . to 
2JJ on tho fourth.

vada City Matnrday. 


NETADA (Cal.), June 5.—The most 


destructive fire that Nevada City DM 
had since 1863 occurred Saturday after- 
noon. The conflagration started in a 
small building adjoining the New York 
Hotel, on Broad street. Fifty-six build- 
ings were burned—eleven on the north 
side of Broad street, from C. F. Bubin- 
snn's down to A. Ganlt's brick store- 
house; forty on Commercial street, in- 
cluding all the houses on both sides, 
from Louts & Casper's up to. Mnller'n, 
und five houses on the south side of 
1'ine street, from William Craig's up to 
Fred Armer's. The loss is estimated at 
$20,0%; insurance not over $6,000 


The Ute Indian* are not pleased with 


the offer of $50,000 per annum from 
the Government, on condition that tbt-y 
will code to it the Gnunisou country. 
In anticipation of a dihtnrbancu Gen- 
eral Mi-Kenzie, with twenty companies 
of soldiers, is about to establish a mili- 
tary post twenty-five miles from Gnu- 
nisou City. This is jnst fa* enough for 
a long chase of the Indians after thiy 
have perpetrated a series of mnruers. 


Southern California wants to be a 


new State, and means bnniuexs. The 
Los Augeles Express says: "We are 
tired of playing second fiddle to a sec 
tion which has no simpathy for ns or 
onr interests, and which monopolizes 
all the political power of the Stale for 
its own selfish purposes." 


Mr. Frye, Bepresentative in Con-
